New York, April 1.—Henry A. 
Wise, United States attorney, an- 
nounced that he wil! speedily take 


steps fer a new trial in the case of the 
four officers of the so-called sugar 
trust, the jury failing to agree on a 
verdict and being discharged at 1:30 
o'clock Sunday morning. 

Only one question seemed to cause 

the jurors to hesitate about returning 
| a verdict of guilty. That is the stat- 
ute of limitations, which, Judge Hand 
had reminded the jurors would bar 
conviction for. anything that hap- 
pened prior to July 1. 1906. 

Kvery other point raised by the de- 
fense was ignored by the twelve men, 
who for three weeks have been hear- 
ing evidence submitted by the gov- 
ernment on its indictment of four of 
the biggest men in the sugar trust on 
the charge of restraining 
trade and commerce,

The importance of the conspiracy 
trial had attracted many to the fed- 
eral building, and throughout the night

filled with lawyers and representatives 
of corporations, anxiously awaiting 
word from the jury room. At mid- 
night the crowd thinned out when it 
seemed there was no prospect of the 
jury agreeing. 

Twice during the afternoon the jury

In order to ascertain the actual ec- 
onomic loss from tuberculosis, Drs. 


If to all of these losses were added 
| the “capitalized value of earnings cut 
off by death,” Drs. Locke and Floyd 
| estimate that the loss of the 244 dead 
cases alone would bring the total uy 
to nearly $2,000,000. And if to these 500 
cases actually studied were added the 
15,000 living cases in Boston, they es- 
timate the loss to the individuals and 
the city would amount to many mil- 
lions of dollars. 

These figures of the economic loss 
caused by tuberculosis, they conclud 
present the most complete justi 
for the money Boston has spent in tub- 
;erculosis work, and show why other 
jcommunities should not hesitate for 
} fear of expense to attack the tubercu- 
losis problem.

Locke and Floyd selected at random | 


500 male cases, men who had visited the 
dispensary during the last five years. 
244 of the cases studied were dead 
vhen the investigation was begun and 
256 were living. Over 41 per cent of 
the men were between the ages of 
twenty and thirty-nine. 

It was found on May 1, 1911, the date 
of the investigation, that the 244 dead 
men had each lost on an average of 
58.03 weeks of work from the time of 
the onset of their disease until death. 
The average weekly rate of wages of 
these men was $11.89 and their total 


loss in wages amounted to $170,965. | 


The 256 living cases each lost on an 
average 89.3 weeks of work at an aver- 
age wage of $11.38 or a total loss of 
$255,074, making $426,039 lost in wages 
alone by both groups. 

In addition to this large sum, it 
sost the City of Boston $73,984 to care 
for these 500 men in its public hos- 
pitals and other institutions. This 
community loss is exclusive of the 
farge sums that were spent by private 
organizations on 406 out of these 500 
cases. 

422 of the 500 men had families with 
an average of 4.52 members. Com- 
thenting on this phase of the problem, 
the investigators say: 


“The direct result on the family in- | 


come of the disability of the chief 
bread winner is well shnown by the 
comparison of the total and average 
weekly income of the 422 families be- 
fore the onset of illness and after the 
beginning of the stage of complete dis- 
ability. In the first instance the total 
weekly income from all sources was 
$6807.29 or an average of $17.50, 
while in the latter the total weekly in- 
come was only $3055.69 or an average 
of $7.36, a decline of 65 per cent. One 
hundred and sixty-one families were 
without income of any sort during the 
veriod of complete disability of the pa- 
tient, while the total weckly income

Holland, director of the Carnegie 1In- 
stitute museum, who is accounted the 
highest authority in this country on 
the dipiodoeus and dinosaur, has just 
received news that strippings in a 
quarry near Jansen, Utah, have re- 
vealed the existence of three or four 


| fossil dinosaurs of huge size, which | 
appear to be-lying undisturbed.

half of which are practically perfect, 
all the bones lying in place. Holland 
says it is the greatest. collection of 
sauropod dinosaurs which has ever 
been found in the history of palecn- 
tology.

STORY OF FAUST.

The fact that the Quincy Choral So- 
iety is to present Gounod’s wunel 
‘ra of Faust in concert form brings 

© mind interesting details of the 
famous “historical” Faust, the “Faust 
Legend” on which Goethe’s great 
dramatic poem is based. According 
to tradition, Dr. Johann Faust from 
1507 to 1540 was an adventurer whose 
fame as an alchemist and astrologer, 
hysician and adept in the black art, 
{tained to vast proportions through- 
yt Germany. He was known as the 
*hilosopher of Philosophers and pro- 
fessed ability to revive the New Testa- 
ment miracles. He also asserted that 
the victories won by the imperial arm- 
‘es in Italy were due. to his super- 
natural influence. The popular ima- 
gination naturally seized and enlargec 
upon these tales which constituted th 
elements out of which three distinc’ 
versions of Faust’# life arose in the 
German folk-lore of the 16th century 
In literature Faust appears for th 
first time in 1587 when the “Histori 
of Dr. Johann Fausten the world 
renowned Magician and Necromancer’ 
was published at Frankfort-on-the 
Main. In this he is described as a stu 
dent who sells his soul to the devil t 
obtain supernatural power and wis 
dom. In 1588, Marlowe published th 
first dramatization of the legend a 
the “Life and Death of Dr. Faustus’ 


in which he lays more stress or 
Faust’s desire for earthly pleasure 


than on his longing for wisdom. 
Goethe’s Faust-Drama lifts the 
hero far above the plain of individua 
limitation and makes him a_ typica 
representative of all humanity, it: 
yearnings and frailtie 
and sorrows. It is a scries of scenes 
and episodes among which the onl) 
one carried to a logical dramatic con 
clusion is the episode of Faust’s love 
for Gretchen. It is upon this episode 
that Gounod’s librettists, Carre anc 
Barbier, founded their text. In the 
opera, Faust is presented as an agec 
scholar who, weary of book wisdom 
and solitary study, is in the act of 
raising a poisoned draught to his lips 
when his hand is arrested by the tones 
of a gay chorus outside.

2. A tooth powder used on the 
brush helps to clean the teeth.

| 4. The slow and thorough chewing 
| of hard food helps _ to 
j}teeth and keeps the mouth in a 
| healthy condition. 

5. Children’s teeth should be ex- 
| amined by a dentist at least 
| year.

decay. Decay comes from the use of 
| soft foods, sugar and starch. If chil-

that wil! fix the guilt for fifteen other! 
night assassinations of blacks in| 
Louisiana and Texas. 

From Clementine’s story it appears} 
she led a mysterious negro cult, the 
members of which performed the rites 
of “human sacrifice.” The 
declared she killed seventeen of the 
vietims with her own hands. 

The police declare Clemertine told} 
her story of wholesale slaughter with 
no apparent appreciation that the tak- 
ing of hiiman life was a crime. With- | 
out reservation she told her part in 
thé thirty-five assassinations, bit de- 
clined to’ reveal the names Of members 
of the mysterious cult that 
her. 

The murders’ have been committed 
in the ast year.

All the London papers print editor- 
ials congratulating the members of the 
Scott expedition. They emphasize 
the fact that it was not a mere dash 
for the pole, like that of Amundsen, 
but a thoroughly plannea exploring 
expedition on a large seale, without 
any idea of racing for the pole, and 
that it has achieved results of the 
highest importance. 

A striking point of difference in the 
experiences of Amundsen and Scott 
Was that of sheer luck. Amundsen 
Was greatly favored by the weather 
in the latter stages of his journey, 
during the ezrly part of December, 
while Scott, at approximately 
same time, met storms of great 
severity. Amundsen was able to cover 
his Jast 150 miles in ten or twelve 
days. Thus, with anything but the 
most unfavorable weather, Scott could 
cover the distance which separated 
him from the pole Jan. 3, well with- 
in the remaining days of the month. 

Amundsen reached the pole on Dec. 
14, and during the days he was occu- 
pied in making observations there, the 
Englishman “was struggling through 
the snowdrifts in the lower reaches of 
Beardmore Glacier.

Do not wet the 
stuffing, but soften it witb a little melt: | 
ed butter.

RAVAGES OF THE MISSISSIPPI 


Financial Loss Estimated to Have 
Already Reached $10,000,000—Suf- 
fering In Missouri, Tennessee, Ar- 
kansas and Illinois—Many Levees 
South of Memphis Are Threatened— 
Cairo Surrounded by Water Ten 
Feet Higher Than Level of City 


Memphis, April 8.—Thirty thousand 
persons homeless; 200 square miles 
of country inundated; thirty persons 


drowned, and a financial ioss of $10, - 
000,000 constitute the result of a two 
weeks’ flood in the Mississippi valley. 

These figures were arrived at by 
government engineers and Officials of 
state levee boards engaged in combat- 
ting the ravages of the Mississippi 
trom places in Illinois to threatened 
places in Mississippi and Arkansas. 

Water is pouring -nto Arkansas 
through three new breaks in the 
levee south of Memphis and several 
hundred square miles are subject to 
flooding. 

Railroad traffic in these sections is 
practically paralyzed. 

Hundreds of persons still are men- 
aced by the river at places in lower 
Missouri, northwest Tennessee and 
Arkansas. They are marooned in 
housetops, in trees and on anchored 


| rafts directly in the current of the 


rampaging stream. Conservative 


| judgment at Memphis is that the great 


majority of these unfortunates will be 
rescued. 

Hourly the danger zone works 
southward. In the upper reaches the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers are prac- 
tically at a standstill. This means 
that the flood’s crest now is exerted on 
the dikes from the Missouri line 
southward. ; 

There has been suffering among 
thousands of refugees gathered in the 


| highland towns in the flood districts. 


However, this situation cannot con- 
tinue because officials of the state 
and federal governments are working 
to carry food to the homeless. 

State and levee board officials in 
the districts south of Memphis are 
laboring to top the threatened levees. 
Mississippi state officials think their 
embankments will hold. Neverthe- 
less the menace to states bordering 


the Mississippi south of Memphis will | 


not have weased until the great river’s 
angry waters have’ ‘poured into the 
gulf. 

Cairo, Ills., is surrounded by avast 
stretch of water, the crest of which 
is ten feet higher than the average 
level of the city. In many places the 
water is twenty feet higher than the 
streets. 

For four days Cairo has been an is- 
tand city. When the levees protecting 


| the drainage district went out all rail 


communcation was stopped and the 


only entrance to the city now is by} 


boat from Mounds, nine miles away. 

The levee workers and such refu- 
gees as are in Cairo are being fed by 
the commissary department. tations 
are being served to 1500. 

In the wide stretches of the Mis- 
sissippi’s flooded acres there are three 
striking pictures. The northernmost 
is in the 500 square miles of the Reel- 


| foot lake country of Tennessee, where 


2000 or more persons have been driven 
from their homes by the smashing of a 


Mississippi levee in southwestern 
Kentucky. In the district thousands 
of acres of fertile flelds are under 
water. 


A few miles south, in Arkansas, 
three counties are under water. From 
this rich “bottom” country hundregs 
of farmers and villagers have been 
driven. Flood waters swept over the 
fertile fields and thriving villages with 
the breaking of the levee on the Ar- 


| kansas side, north of Memphis. 


The scene scuth of these points 
impresses one with the might of a 
giant stream on a rampage. Homes 
that once marked the centre of rich 
“bottom” farms now float in a tor- 
rent that cannot be stayed. Bits of 
wreckage carried along in the tawny 
tide reflegt the extent of the damage 
in the valley above.

DEAIN OF ABSOTT ROTCH 


His Authority on Meteorology Was 


Recognized the World Over 
| Boston, April 9.—Pfrofessor Abbott 
L. Rech of Harvard, founder of the 


Blue Hill observatory and one of the 
world's foremost authorities on mete- 
crology died at his home in this city 
after a five days’ illness from appendi- 
citis. 

Professor Rotch was well known 
throughout the civilized. world as one 
of the really great scientific. men of 
the century, for his achievements in 
meteorology. He was born in Bos- 
ton Jan, 6, 1861. 

He was made Chevalier of the Le- 
gion of Honor of France and received 
Prussian Orders of the Crown in 
1902 and of the Red Eagle in 1905 in 
recognition of his meteorological 
work.

Snyder's Romark In Predicting 
His Untimely End 


LIFE FILLED WITH “ROMANCE”. 


Said He Had Loved and Perhaps Been 
Loved by Every Type of Woman 
During His Career as Heart Breaker 
—Five Said to Have Been Known as 
“Mrs. Snyder” In Past Few Years— |: 
One Wants His Estate 


New York, April 10.—A trail of 
love affairs that stretched across the 
continent and sometimes were car- 
ried on simultaneously in two or three 
widely separated sections of the coun- 
try has been uncovered in the investi- 
J. Sny- 
der, advertising manager of Sports of 
the Times. 

Snyder met his death on Sunday in 
the apartment occupied by himself 
and Mary S. Karn of Morristown, N.

But Miners and Operators May 
Reach a Compromise 


Workers Manifest Determination to) 


Insist Upon Recognition of Union— | 


Apparently Hopeless Situation Aris- 
ing From Their Nine Demands Ex- 
pected to Be Smoothed Over by End 
of Another Week 


Philadelphia, April 13.—With indi- 
cations pointing to a long struggle, 


anthracite miners and operators are 
here again. None will 
make a direct statement, although all 
indicate a belief that peace will be 
reached ultimately. It is reported 
that concessions probably will be made 
by both parties to the dispute. Never- 
theless the miners’ representatives 
carry 
through their demand for union 
recognition or break off the negotia- 
tions. 

William Baxter, national organizer 
of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, said: 

“Only recognition of the union will 
stop the strike in the anthracite fields. 
The men will accept no peace offer 
unless the union is recognized.” 

At the present rate the conference 
will continue for another week. Nearly 
200,000 unemployed union men await 
the sub-committee’s decision. 

The full conference committee of 
twenty and the sub-committee of 
eight, which since early March have 
been wrestling with the miners’ de- 
mands, have not even settled one de-} 
mand. There are now nine demands, | 
as follows: | 

A one-year agreement; an eight- 
hour working day; recognition of the 
union; a more convenient and quicker 
method of adjusting grievances; 20) 
percent wage increase; minimum of 
$3.50 per day for miners and $2.25!

IS MYSTERIOUS 


No Known’ Motive For Killing 


Marsh, a Wealthy Gitizen 
TRAGEDY IN AN AUTOMOBILE 


Indications That Slayer Was In Front 
Seat When Soap Manufacturer Was 
Shot as He Sat In Rear—Body Put 
Over Fence and Laid on Rocks— 
Victim’s Watch, Money and Private 
Papers Not Disturbed 


Lynn, Mass., April 13.—That 
Weorge E. Marsh, 75 years old, presi- 
dent of the Good Will Soap company, 
and a wealthy resident of Lynn, was 


| murdered in an automobile and his 
body then placed inside of the fence | 


of the State boulevard, near West 
Lynn, where it was found with four 
bullet holes in the body and one on 
each ear, is the contention of the 
Lynn police. 

To support the theory that Marsh 
was murdered while riding in an auto- 
mobile, the inspectors working on the 
case point to the common string which 


| was tied around the soft gray frieze 


hat which Marsh wore, and which 
was found within three feet of his 
body. The string dangled from the 
hat. The officers believe that we 
string was used to prevent the hat be- 


ing blown from Marsh’s head while he } 


was, riding in an automobile. 

Another point which they are in- 
clined to believe supports the theory 
that Marsh was in an’automobile was 
that his overcoat was buttoned tight- 
ly with the exception of the lower but- 
was 
found the overcoat collar was turned 
up about the neck. 

Further to support the theory that 
Marsh was shot while in a sitting po- 
sition is that on the left side of the 


| abdomen were what at first appeared 


to be three bullet holes, but when 
Medical Examiner Pinkham performed 
the autopsy on the body it was shown 
but two bullet holes were in the left 
side of the abdomen. 

When a man of Marsh’s build (he 
was nearly six feet tall and weighed 
185 to 190 pounds) is seated, the flesh 


| about the abdomen forms a roll, and 


oné of the bullets passed through this 
roll of flesh twice before entering the 
body.

calibre steel capped bullets. 

The autopsy showed that Marsh had 
not eaten any food since he partook of 
his noon meal at his home Thursday, 
which consisted of lamb and green 
peas which were of the canned var- 
fety. 

Another fact was that when the 
body was found there was no dirt on 


automobile and put over the three- 
fcot fence on the boulevard and 
equally carefully laid on the rocks on 
the embankment. 


Marsh's eyeglasses, which were of | 


the kind which fastened behind the 
ears, were found unbroken and rest- 
ing on the bridge of his nose.

She reported that the Titanic had

sage advised that about 675 souls 
were saved, nearly all women and 
children. There were in all aboard 
| the giant liner about 2200 persons. 

Should it prove that no other vessel

the women and children among the 
| passengers was large. 
| ‘The same facts would also indicate 
the doom of practically the entire 
crew of 289 men. In the cabins were 
230 women and children, but it not

the first cabin there were 128 women 
and fifteen children and in the second 
cabin seventy-nine women and eight 
thildren.

Her veteran captain, E. J. Smith, 
knew the peril that lay ahead of him 
along the westerly track of steam- 
Only a few hours before the 
Titanic shattered her tremendous 
bulk, the Hamburg-American liner 
Amerika wirelessed to the Titanic 
that there were two large icebergs a 
little east by south of the place where 
the White Star colossus was finally in 
collision. That was on Sunday. 

Very shortly after receiving the 


| hews the Titanic herself relayed it to 
| a land station from which the hydro- 


grephic office heard of it. And then, 
there seems little reason to doulst, the 
Titanic plunged onward and hurled 
herself against these very bergs. | 

A shadowy hint of what followed 
then has come from that area of 
waters that are ruled by fog and 
frost. The wireless, modern miracle 
as it is, could not achieve the impos- 
sible and snatch toward the Titanic 
in time to save her people the grey- 
hounds that were hundreds of miles 
away. It has not recounted clearly 
and faithfully the episodes of the ter-! 
rible four hours while the great ship, 
struck from happiness and peace to 
horror’ and despair, lay stricken 
among the groaning bergs. j 

Captain at Post of Duty | 

The story of the wireless has beea 
maddening snatches, bulletins which 
skimmed the top of surmise a few fig- 
ures, some conjectures, and finally an 
ugly picture of a green sea strewn 
with wreckage and imperilled by 
grinding icebergs. jut between the 
flashes of the Marconigrams and with 
the stories of the captains who came 
too late, something of the tragedy of 
the Titanic can be written. 

While the greatest of all ships was 
driving steadily westward in the 
hight toward a country that was 
awaiting her with all of that country’s 
interest in a fine new thing, Captain 
Smith was on the lofty bridge. There 
can hardly be a doubt of that, for 
shipmasters in dangerous seas, and 
few stretches of ocean are more try- 
ing at this season of the year to navi- 
gators than the waters that run be- 
tween Cape Race and Cape Sable, re- 
main on watch night and day, fore-} 
going rest for many hours at a 
stretch. | 


Going at Great Speed 
It seems to be clear that the Titanic 
was running et great speed, or else| 
the shock of the collision could hard!y/| 
have crushed a vessel that was re- 
garded as unsinkable by her builders} 
and by the captain himself. Perbaps, | 
indeed probably, the fog played its 
greatest devil's trick, lifting now, ! 
clearing now, always intangible, | 
treacherous, the blanket of invisible} 
evil. Som2 such shroud must have| 
descended with litthe warning upon 
the Titanic and blinded her to the fate 
just ahead Perhaps a. whim of the} 
polar currents, whose pulse has never 
been gauged by seafarers with abso 
lute accuracy, drifted the great berg! 
squarely in the Titanic’s path. 
The wireless has told of the bitter) 
cold in the air, the accompaniment, 
eiways of the ice packs that tear loose 
trom the Aretic glaciers and sag 
southward with the currents. But no 
Warning chill served to deflect the 
ship from her course. She_ strove) 
ahead as destiny pointed her, and no 
nvention of man or interference of 
providence swerved her from a fatal 
course. Her ears, the submerged 
telephones placed on either side of, 
the vessel just below the water line | 
to tattle of the proximity of solid ob-| 
jects near and distant, gave no warn-! 
ing in time. And it happened swiftly 
that she went headlong into icy dere-, 
licts that were more substantial than!

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ORANGE MARMALADE. 
OW that oranges are inexpensive 
no cupboard should be without a 
supply of orange marmalade. } 
English Orange Marmalade.—Allow 
for each orange used a half pound of) 
sugar, a pint of water and the peel of 
one lemon to six oranges. } 
Peel and slice the oranges thinly, 
taking out the seeds. Chop the lemon 
peel and place it in a saucepan with 
the sliced oranges and a little water. 
Let these stand all night. Next day) 
boil the oranges for five hours. Then 
put in the sugar and boil for an hour 
longer. When cold put away in air 
tight jars. 


A Delicious Preserve. 
Dark Marmalade.—If you like a dark

| colored marmalade try the following: 


Weigh the oranges to be used. Tor 
every pound of the fruit allow three-| 
fourths of a pound of sugar. The grat- 
éd rind and juice of a lemon should be 
used for every five oranges. Take the 
skin off the oranges in quarters. Boil 
it until tender. Then drain and leave 
it to cool. Take the seeds out of the 
oranges and scrape °: uch of the pith 
from the skin as possible. Boil the 
peel with sugar, and when cool take 
the pith away and chop coarsely. Add 
this to the orange pulp and boil until- 
it is as thick and dark as you like. 
Clear Marmalade.—Slice twelve or- 
anges and two lemons, taking out all 
the seeds. For each pound of fruit 
pour over the oranges and lemons three 
Tet it stand on 
the oranges twelve hours, then boil 
Allow this to stand till 
next day, then weigh it and to each 
pound allow one and a quarter pounds 
of sugar. Boil the whole till It jellies 
Meanwhile the 
marmalade must be stirred. Pour into 
pots and cover at once. i 


A Cheap Marmalade. 

Mock Orange Marmalade.—A cheap 
marmalade may be made with orange 
peel. Save it whenever oranges are 
served. When peel from two or three 
dozen oranges accumulates boil until 
tender. Scrape off the white pith. 
Then chop the peel fine and put it in 
an enameled saucepan, covering with 
water. Add a cupful.of sugar to a 
eupful of peel, boil and put aside. 

Peel some rhubarb and cut into small 
pieces. Allow a half pound of sugar 
to a pound of the rhubarb. Put into a 
saucepan or preserving kettle and let 
' the rhubarb stand overnight with the 
sugar. This is to extract the juice. 
Strain off the juice and add the cooked 
orange peel to it, using two to four 
pounds of the rhubarb to a quart of 
the orange. 


HOW TO SERVE TRIPE. 
RIPE contains much that is nutri- 
tious and can be easily digested 
Physicians often recommend it 
for invalids. 

Tripe is really the stomach tissue ot 
the ruminating animals. 

Before cooking scald the tripe and 
Joosen the inside coating so that it may 
be scraped off unless it has alre: udy 
been taken away. 

Tripe must be well washed in boiling 
water; half a dozen baths are not toc 
many. Then soak it in clear cold wa- 
ter overnight. The next day give it an 
other scraping and wash. When it is 
white and absolutely clean it is ready 
for cooking. 

A Delicious Soup. 

Tripe Soup.—Take half a pound otf 
weli cleaned tripe, three pints of wa- 
ter, a turnip, carrot, two onions, some 
chopped parsley, a pint of sweet milk 
and two tablespoonfuls of cornstarch 
und any herbs preferred for flavoring 


| Scald the tripe and cut it into small 
Then set it on to boil in cold & 


water with the herbs. 

Chop the vegetables into small pieces 
ndd to the tripe and let them boil to 
gether for an hour and a half. 

Now take the cornstarch and make 
a paste of it with a little cold water 
Stir it into the soup and let the sauce- 
pan remain on the stove for ten min: i 
utes. Then add the chopped parsley 
and season to taste, 


A Small Stew. 


Tripe Stew.—Take half a pound ot 
well cleaned and blanched tripe, an on- 
jon, a teaspoouful of flour, a pint of 
milk and a sprig of parsley. 

Cut the tripe into small pieces and 
put it in a saucepan together with milk, 
onion and herbs. Let it simmer for a 
couple of hours. Make a paste of the 


flour with cold miik and stir it Into 
the stew. Season to taste and serve 
hot. 


Baked Tripe Roll.—Take a piece of, 
cleaned and blanched tripe large 
enough to fold over and make a stuff- 
ing with breadcrumbs, sage and chop- 
ped onions. 

Put a layer of this on the tripe and 
Then sew the edge so the 
stuffing wil! not/come out, 

Put into a baking pan with a few 
slices of bacon on top of ‘the tripe. 
Bake for about an hour. Serve on oa 
hot dish with brown gravy.

Must Be Granted in April — 
SEVERAL HUNG UP 


There are seeral expressmen in the 
city who came very near being shut | 
off from any attempt to be granted a 
permit by the City Council to transport 
liquor into or in the City of Quincy. | 
At the last meeting of the council four-| 
teen permits were granted of those re-| 
ported by the Committee on Licenses, 
three were laid on the table for fur- 
cher action and two of three were re-| 
‘used. In addition to these there are) 
several on which the committee have | 
aot reported. 

Up to this year it has not been con-}| 
sidered necessary that such permits | 
should be granted in April, as it was) 
egal to grant them at‘any time dur- 
ing the year. Under an amendment to 
he so called Pony Express law passed ; 
ast year which went into effect July 
i, 1911, such licenses can only be 
sranted during the month of April, to 
ake effect from the first day of May. 
The law as it now reads is as follows: 

Section 2. The Mayor and Aldermen 
of Cities and the Selcctmen in Towns} 
n which said licenses of the first five} 
‘lasses are not granted shall annually 
n the month of April, grant and issue 
ye or more permits under the pro-| 

isions of this act, to become effective | 
ym the first day of May following, and} 
o be granted only to a person, firm 
r corporation regularly and law fully 
onducting a general exxpress_ busi- 
1ess aud to no other person, firm or 
orporation; and such permit | 
hall specify the residence, street and | 
iumber (if any) of the holder, and} 
hall be subject to all laws now or | 
iereafter in force relative to the trans- 
ortation of such liquors. 

This means that unless the applica-| 
ions pending are acted upon before) 
he first of May they expire by limita-| 
ion. This fact was evilently lost 
ight of when the Council adjourned 
o the regular meeting May 6, and in 
he call for the special meeting next 
Monday evening sent out Thursday | 
»y Mayor Stone no mention was made 
in regard to the subject so that it! 
‘ould not come up before the special 
neeting. 

This morning however the attention 
of Mayor Stone was called to the mat-} 

er and in order that the applicants | 
might be given a show he decided to} 
ssue a supplementary, call which was 
sent out this morning. This call reads! 
that in addition to the matters named 
in the call of April 18, to act upon ap- 
plications for liquor permits and ap- 
plications for licenses to drive wagons 
‘or the collection of junk. 

Although it is not absolutely neces- | 
sary to act on junk collectors licenses | 
this month the Mayor thought it best 
to insert this in the call as all such 
licenses expire on May 1. |

New York, April £0.—The follow- 
jug statement issued by a committee 
oi the surviving passengers of the Ti- 
tanic was given the press: 

“We, the undersigned surviving 
passengers from the S. S. Titanic, 
in Order to forestall any sensationa! 
or exaggerated statements, deem it 
cur duty to give to the press a state- 
ment of facts which have come to our 
knowiedge and which we believe tu 
be true. 

“On Sunday, April 14, 1912, at 
about 11:40 p. m., on a cold starlight 
night, in a smooth sea and with no 
moon, the ship struck an _ icebers 
which had been reported to the bridge 
by lookouts, but not early enough to 
avoid collision. Steps were taken

MEYER ORDERS INQUIRY

| Washington, April 23.—In order to 
| determine’ the facts concerning the

The captains of these two ships are 
directed to forward a complete set of 
the original messages with a state- 
ment of all efforts made by the wire- 
less operators to dispatch messages to 
the Carpathia or to pick up messages | 
that were being sent from the Car- 
pathia whether to naval stations at | 
sea or on shore to the Marconi or oth- 
:| er commercial stations. 

a This information is desired: by the 
navy department if only to vindteate 
it of the charges made by the surviv- 
ing operator of the ‘Titanic that the 
havy operators were unable to obtain 
news through their own inefficiency, 
| instead of through refusal! by the Car- 
pathia to work with them. 
| Reports on file in the 
show that for some time it has ap- 
peared to the authorities that one of 
the commercial companies has either 
declined to work with the navy oper- 
ators in instances where important 
| messages were being sent, or has 
actually interfered with the transmis- 
these messages. 

| These reports also allege that the 
company in question has _ practised 
various means to belittle the naval 
service and obtain a contract for sup- 
plying all instruments used by 
navy.

If the 
movement has accomplished nothing 
else it has saved the people in Massa- 
chusetts a million ‘and a half dollars 
a year by these reductions.

New York, April 25.—United States 
Vommissioner of Labor Neill and the 
sub-committee of railroad managers 
were in conference al!) day long over 
the proposal by Neill and Justice 
Knapp of the United States commerce 
court that their “kindly offices” be 
made use of in adjusting the wage 
controversy which has threatened a 
strike by engineers on pragtically all 
railroads east of Chicago and north of 
the Potomac river. 

“I want to say,” Neill said in the 
course of an interview, “that the rail- 
way managers are sincere and so are 
engineers. Both sides are equally 
anxious for a settlement.” 

As to what progress was made in 
conference with railroad representa- 
tives Neill was reticent, insisting that 
informal discussion of negotiations 


insisted upon an arbitration board of 
nine members, but he declined to dis- 


cuss the point. From an unofficial 


| source it was learned that the rail- 


roads wished such a board rather than 
to rely upon an adjustment by repre- 
sentatives of the government. 

Neill made it plain that neither he 
nor Knapp was following the Erd- 
man act in the negotiations. 

“We are just trying to bring about 
an adjustment of this dispute, re- 
gardless of what course we take,” he 
said.

Charges and counter-charges have 
heaped themselves in a _ confused | 
mass. Several passengers and part 
of the crew of the Mount Temple 
tel! of witnessing the sinking of the 
great liner, but the captain, J. H. 
Moore, declares his craft was more 
than fifty miles distant and that such 
statements as his ignoring the dis- 
tress call are absurd. 

The Californian’s captain, Stanley 
Lord, now in Boston, declares he was 
with his en- 
gines shut down, waiting for dawn 
before attempting to navigate among 
the ice fields. Among his sailors is | 
| one that declares the captain re- |

They were white rockets, he said, 
and not distress signals, and he didn’t 
inquire concerning them and went to 
bed. 

Captain Lord’s statement was made 
as part of his denial of the charge 
made by Ernest Gill, a donkey en- 
gineman on the Californian, that the 
captain had refused to go to the aid 
'crt the Titanic after seeing and also 
being told of the rockets. 

Cyril Evans, the Californian’s wire- 
less operator, said he saw the rockets 
and testified to hearing much talk 
among the crew, who were critical 
‘ef the captain’s course. Gill, he said, 
tcld him he expected to get $500 for 
his story when the ship reached Bos- 
ton. 

Captain Lord entered a sweeping 
denial of Ernest Gill's accusations and 
read from the Californian’s log to sup- 
port his contention. 

kvans testified to having warned 
the Titanic only a short time before 
the great vessel dashed into the berg 
that. the sea was crowded with ice. 
The Titanic’s operators, he said, were 
at the time working with the wireless 
station at Cape Race, and they told 
him to “smut up” and “keep out.” 
Within a half hour the pride of the 
sea was sinking. 

Less than twenty miles away from 
the Titanic when she went down with 
1600 souls rode the Californian, heed- 
less of the rockets that told the death 
story of the great ship, according to 
the sworn testimony of Ernest Gill, 
second donkey engineman of the Cali- 
icrnian. 

Rockets from the Titanic told the 

story of her distress to the Califor- 
lnian, testified Gill. At four minutes

His talk occupied some three-quar-} 
ers of an hour and was very instruct- 
ve, It would seem advisable that 
the towns in Norfolk County should be 
n close touch with the State Forestry 
Department and avail themselves of 
he information and recommendations 
uade by that department. The ne- 
‘essity for that is not shown so parti- 
cularly in Quincy, as it is in the towns 
of Norfolk County, and he stated that 
his department was only too glad to | 
meet representatives and officials from 
hose towns and furnish every assis- | 
tance in their power. 

The main facts which he emphasi-| 
zed were the necessity of the towns | 
providing some apparatus to imme¢d- | 
iately be on the ground of an_ inci- 
pient forest fire, thus making it pos- | 
sible for an early extinquishment. 

That equipment was simply a horse 
and wagon with a supply of fire ex-| 
tinguishers, palis for water and a 
supply of soda,

AGANST TAE MACHINE. 


Matthew Hale, manager of the 
Roosevelt campaign in Massachu- 
setts, issued a statement today, in 
which he sharply critized the methods 
which the Taft leaders are employing 
in this State. 

Manager Hale said: “The machine 
how has its back to the wall. Its 
leaders realize that it looks virtually 
certain that Col. Roosevelt will carry 
Massachusetts and that the cause of 
the people wil ltriumph over the cause 
of the machine.

oath Officers Slate Is

Washington, April 80.—No_ steps 
looking to what the politiicans call the 
“manning” of the Republican national 
convention have yet been taken. The 
cenvention will meet seven weeks 
from today. Who will be the tempo- 
rary chairman, who will be called to 
serve as permanent chairman, who 
will head the committee on platform, 
the character of platform to be 
adopted, are questions that have re- 
ceived but scant consideration up to 
this time. 

The committee on convention ar- 
rangements, of which Harry S. New 
is chairman, will in due time perfect 
convention plans. This committee 
wili not be in a hurry to make the 
tinal arrangements because it desires 
to know, if possible, whether Taft or 
Roosevelt will control the convention. 

rhe members of this sub-committee 
of the national committee are now 
confident that the president will be in 
of the convention, but they 
want to be certain of this before pro- 
ceeding to provide for the placing of 
Taft men in all the responsible places 


‘ that are to be filled. 


It has always beengthe custom of 
the party to permit a president seek- 
ing a renomination to name the chief 
officers of the convention. In 1904, 
for instance, Roosevelt picked the 
temporary chairman of the national 
ecnvention, the permanent chairman, 
designated the man to head the com- 
mittee on resolutions, and_ really 
dominated the work of the convention 
from beginning to end. 

President Taft is not inclined that 
way, and the probability is that he 
would waive aside an invitation from 


the sub-committee of the national 
committee to pick the officers of the 
convention. However, the courtesy 


| of inviting him to name these officers 


will be extended by the committee on 
arrangements in case he shall have a 
clear majority of the delegates. 

In case the convention should come 
on with the president and the former 
president in a neck-and-neck race for 
the nomination, the committee on ar- 
rangements would exercise its author- 
ity in providing for the temporary or- 
ganization. This is to say this com- 
mittee would, under such cireum- 
stances, provide for a _ temporary 
chairman, a temporary secretary, 


temporary sergeant-at-arms, etc. 
Whichever faction of the party con- 
trolled the convention would then 
choose the permanent officers. This 


whole situation is of importance to 
the party because, in the estimation 
ot party men, the character of the 
keynote speech delivered by the per- 
manent chairman of the convention 
has much to do with the suecess or 
failure of the campaign that is to fol- 
low the convention. 

A situation like the present never 
before existed in the Republican 
party. There have been spirited con- 
tests in the past for the presidential 
nomination, but these contests did 
not invoive the principles for which 
the party stood. In other words, the 
party, through its chosen representa- 


tives—the delegates to the conven- 


ticn—could make a platform on which 
any of the candidates for the nomi- 
nétion would run. 

The present situation is unique. If, 
perchance, Roosevelt should be in 
control of convention he would, of 
ccurse, have to have a platform that 
would fit his case. In the very na- 
ture of things his platform could not 
indorse the Republican national ad- 
ministration. 

The prevailing view here now is 
that it will be a Taft convention from 
start to finish; that a Taft men will 
be temporary chairman, a Taft man 
permanent chairman and a Taft man 
act the head of the platform commit- 
tee.
